WASHINGTON - The Reagan 
administration on Wednesday -nar- 
jrowed from five to three the p_ro^ 
spcctlve sites for the" first biiclear 
waste repository. 

It chose Nevada, Texas and 
Washington state, while concluding 
there Is no need for a second facility. 

The White House said that while 
President Reagan had selected sites 
at Yucca Mountain, Nev., In Deaf 
Smith County, Texas, and the Han- 
. ford Nuclear Reservation in central 
Washington as the finalists, he at 
the same time eliminated sites in 
Utah and Mississippi. 

- ' Selection of Ihe-three sites means 
that detailed six-year geologlcar In- 
vestigations, costing hundreds of 
millions of .dollars and requiring 
shafts up to 4,000 feet deep, will now 
begin at Yucca Mountain, near the 

- govemment'r nuclear weapons test 
site,, at the Hanford site and In Deaf 
Smith County. , 

Nevada's attorney general, Brian 
McKay, said In Carson City that he 
was filing several lawsuits challeng- 
ing the action. 

‘Work on a second - site was 
suspended indefinitely, ' Energy 
Secretory John S. Herrington told a 
news conference, saying -"the nation 
..need not consider a second

. Herrington said the department 


had reduced Its projections of the 
amount of waste expected to - be 
generated and said a single sl^l 
"will be 'adequate In the foreseeable 
future."

"Politics Is not in this decision," 
he said.

While projections of 'expected 
waste are unavailable, Herrington 
said, "It is apparent that the volume 
Is growing more slowly than con- 
templated-even a few years ago." 

In- odvance- of - Herrlngton’s-lale— - 
afternoon announcement, Roger 
Carroll, an aide to Rep. Judd Gregg, 
R-N.H., said Gregg had been told by 
Energy Department officials that 
they were foregoing all action on 
selection of a second site "basically 
because of a lack of need.” 

Abandonment of work on a'second 
site, however, will require congres-^ 
slonal approval; Congress never 
authorized a. second site, but did re-, 
quire planning for one. 

By , law, the E^net^ Department

EPA rejects proposcil

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Rep. Robert Forrey admits he may have misread voters in Idaho primary 

Forrey: Ahead of his time?

TWIN FALLS — State Rep. Robert Forrey, 
RiNampa;-:aniultra-conservallve who- lost In- 
Tuesday’s primaiY eicclio'h. said he may be 
"just a little bit ahead of my time." 

The two-term incumbent lost to a more 
moderate Republican challenger, W.O. "Bill" 
Taylor of Nampa. 

When asked to what he attributed his 
defeats Forrey said he was the target of the 
Idaho Education Association- and homosex- 
uals in Boise, who campaigned for his ouster. 

But he also added that "people are just not 
ready to listen to what 1 have to say." 

Forrey, Who was In Twin Falls along with 
lecturer Sam Blumenfcld, an anti-public 
education writer and speaker, has long been a 
critic of public education, saying the National 
Education Association is the root of almost 


all evil, and public schools should be privatiz- 
ed. 

He said he has always tried to present his 
views straightforwardly, and he admitted he 

mayhavcmlsrcadthevotcrs: 

"I Ihfnk people arc willing to pay 'more for 
public education," he said. "I guess 1 was 
wrong. I didn't read the community. 1 
thought p^plc wanted less government." 

Forrey said he has long opposed Increased 
funding for public education because "Every 
year they’ve wanted more money for public 
- education, and 1 don't see the results.” 

Asked if he thought voters were not In- 
telligent. enough to realize they weren't gcU 
ling their money’s worth out of public educa- 
tion, Forrey quickly defended the Intelligence 
of the people who voted against him. 

"Voters aren't stupid," he said. "They’re 
very sophisticated. But people can’t conceive 
of any other way.to educate their children."

WASHINGTON - The government 
has rejected a request to bum toxic 
wastes off the Atlantic Coast, citing 
a wave of criticism from people fear- 
ful for their health, the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency said Wednes- 
day. 

Assistant EPA' Administrator 
La wrence Jensen sa id : "Our decl- 
slon . reflects the serious concerns 
expressed by many of the public 
commenters. . .." 

The overriding theme of the pleas 
conveyed by. opponents of the plan, 
Jensen told a news conference, was 
that "we should not issue a permit 
for the transportation and incinera- 
tion of hazardous waste at sea for 
any purpose until the agency more 
fully addresses the many policy, 
technical and legal issues related to 
ocean Incineration generally." 

But in announcing the decision, 
EPA officials refused to rule out the 
highly criticized technology In the 
future.’ But Jensen did say that any 
possible return of the plan Is "well 


overayearaway." 

. The EPA's decision was hailed by 
Reps. Barbara Mlkulskl and Rby 
Dvson, both Maryland Democrats, 
who had fought the ocean-burning 
plan. 

Chemical Waste Management Inc. 
has tried to win federal permission 
to bum hazardous wastes from 
densely populated areas In an in- . 
cin erator abo ard a massive vessel. 
But some state officials, along wi^ 
business people and residents of 
shore areas have expressed concern 
that there would be no way to con- 
tain the damage If the wastes leak- 
ed. ; 

The proposal called for trucking 
wastes - contaminated with - 
suspected cancer-causing PCBs, or 
polychlorinated biphenyls, to ;a 
Philadelphia port. Up to 7()0,000 
gallons of the PCB-Iaiden waste oil 
was to have been loaded, on a ship 
and burned at sea. 

Chemical Waste Management of- 
ficials had hoped to conduct their 
first experiment of the incinerator 
this summer.

All Across Idaho Tuesday, voters pitched out 
ultra-conservative, ideological and special-interest 
incumbents and voted in candidates who represent 
the moderate, practical center and want Idaho to 
move ahead economically. 

That is the best explanation, in our view, to the 
long list of the defeated Wednesday morning. 

In the Magic Valley, the vote was also a repudia- 
tion of the arrogant and vindictive ways of retiring 
House Speaker T.W. Stivers. -Two of his cronies, Don- 
na Scott and Noy Brackett, were defeated. His pick- 
ed successor, Celia Folkinga, survived by distancing 
herself from Stivers and by being In a three-way 
race. 

But elsewhere in the valley and in much of Idaho, 
moderates triumphed. The trend held in statewide 
races, as well as in legislative districts. • Some 
specifics: 

• Simplot executive Butch Otter, running for 
lieutenant governor on a campaign of international 
marketing experience for Idaho products, crushed 
Post Falls attorney Chuck Lempesis, who had 
resorted to right-wing sloganeering and 

’ demagoguery. 

• Moderate radio executive Mel Richardson 
“ romped to 'an easyviclory over four other can- 
didates, Including the remains of the Hansen "Hard 
Corps,” in his bid for a congressional seat. His vic- 
tory sent two conservative legislators, Dane Watkins 
and J.F. Chadband, down in flames and ended Connie 

^ Hansen’s short-lived political career. 

• In our area, progressive Sen. Laird Noh, R- 
Kimberly, captured 71 percent of the vote in turning 
back a challenge from Stivers-endorsed Jack Wasden. 

Around the stale in legislative districts, the story

When he spoke to years ago of the “Iran Cur- 
tain” that had descended from “StetUn in the 
Ballfc to Trieste In the Adriatic,” Winston Chur- 
. chill was acknowledging and announcing a troth 

• — thatsomanjHfrtheWest-woroso-unwlllinglo 

admit — the onset of the Cold War. 

So powerful was the phrase and so pronounced 
was the turning point marked by this speech 
that leaders have been returning to K ever since, 
to validate their own policies. 

On that day In Pulton, Mo., Churchill was look- 
ing toward a system of collective security; he 
was anticipating NATO by three years, each 
year marked by recurrent and cscalaling crisis 
with the Soviet Union: So he asked the Western 
powers “to stand together” — and hccMicludcd: 
"There Is nothing (the Russians) admire so much 
os strength, and there is nothing for which they 
have less respect than weakness. espedoUy 
military weakness." 

It is at this point, for the most part, that the 
reading, citation, and interpretation of the 
Fulton speech all stop. 

Probably that is because It was Churchill's 
sounding of the alarm about Soviet misdeeds 
that drew the most attention and (he most con- 
troversy at the time. In New York a few days 
after the speech, hostile demonstrators paraded 
outside the Wpldorf-Astorla, where he was stay- 
ing. 

There are three other points Winston Churchill 
made at Fulton which apply with equal force to- 
day — but which do notiwm to be as heeded. 

First, the addrcss.w^a plea for peace, not 
conflict. It contained life reminder that "our 
supreme task and duty is to guard the homes of 
I the common people from the horrors and 
I miseries of another war.” He spoke of future 
I world conflict, "as Incomparably more rigorous 
than what the world had just been through. The 
Dark Ages may return, theStone Agemay now 
return on (he gleaming wings of science, and - 
what might shower immeasurable material 
blessings upon mankind may even bring about Its 
lotaldcstruction," 

Forty years ago. when the West held a nuclear 
monopoly, Churchill was not talking of "win- 
nabic” nuclear wars; he was worried about nu- 
clear whr in which the only winner would be 
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death. And to him, even then, the issue was 
urgent: "Beware, Isay; time may be short. Do 
not let us take the course of allowing events lo 
drift along until It Is too late.” 

Second, the former and future prime minister 
Insisted that there was a basis on which to deal 
with the Soviets. He had stated It before, shortly 
after the outbreak of.thc war In 1939, In anolher 
famous phrase which Is also usually only half- 
quoted: "Russia ... Is a riddle, wrapped In a 
'mystery, Inside an enigma; but perhaps there Is 
a key. The key is Russian national inicrcst.'’ 

The part about national intcrcsl is Invariably 
the part of his view that Is left out. Power and 
• doctrine — Winston Churchill had road history 
and he ki)cw that Ideologyjvas not simply or sole- 
ly the reason for Soviet aggression and subver- 
sion ; It was. in sinister combination, the ra- 
tionalization of conquests covclcd long before 
the 1917 revolution. The Sovicl commissars were 
fulfUiing, on a grander scale, the expansionist 
amblllons of the czars. 

But while the Soviets might want expansion, 
which the West had to resist, Churchill, said, 
they did not want war. The inevilablc truth of 
that view, in Ihe atomic age, still eludes foolish 
and dangerous people on both sides of the Iron 
Curtain, who assume' that on the other side a 
first strike Is being planned, a nuclear exchange 
is being actively considered— and therefore, 
arms controls is an Impossible dream or an 
undesirable snare. Instead, Churchill insisted 
that "Whatwehavetoconslddr. . .Islhcpcr- 
manenl prevention of war." This, he believed, 
was in the Russian Interest as surely as our own. 

Third, Winston Churchill was convinced that 
the West should actively pursue what he called 

"a good understanding with the Russians 

There is the solution which I would offer to you. . 

He was to expand on this theme again and 
again. At the Conservative Parly Conference in 
North Woles In 1949. during the most frigid days 


I of the Cold War, he called on the West to take 
' the Initiative in opening talks with the Soviets. 

' This time, It was the hawks who assailed him.* 

. They and their ideological descendants prefer lo •

Across four decades, Winston ChurchlH’s voice 
and his advice still speak to us and they come 
■ down to this; yes, you can deal with the Russians ■ 

, — but only If you have both strength and sup- 
plcness, a willingness to stand your essential 
' ground, and yet to sec a great common Interest 
; that transcends inevitable rivalries, regional 
conflicts, and pelly quarrels. 

Just after the Fulton speech, ChurchUl and , 
Avcrcll Harriman met in Washington fora long, 
private talk. Harriman shared Churchill's con- 
clusion, as he rcporled it in his notes — that he 
was "very gloomy about coming to any accom- , 

: modation with Russia unless and until II become 
clear to the Russians that they would be met by 
forccifthcycontlnucdtheircxpanslon.. . 
Seventeen years later, after the Soviet Im 
' stallation of missiles In Cuba had been met and 
repulsed, it was Harriman who Initialed, for (he 
United States, the first great formal accom- 
’ modation of the post-war era, the Limited Nu- 
clear Test-Ban Treaty of 1963. 

Most of the lime, however, we appear to have 
followed only half the lesson of this history — to 
stand fast — and not the other half — that the 
stand should not be a slopping place but a depar- 
ture point toward making the world safer for 
human survival. Each lough stand, once taken, 
should be anolher step in thc thousand-mile 
journey toward peace. 

Wc cannot have Churchill’s counsel about the 
Soviets without his counsel about ourselves: The 
two parts arc of a single piece, -shaped by a 
single, subtle mind, the product of a complex and 
realistic world view.

Discrimination issue: Court backs off 

WASHINGTON — For thi>n»ct 19 vftnrc rmni ^ — - 


WAS H I NGTON — For the past 12 years, from 
the time It ducked (he DcFunis case In 1974, the 
Supreme Court has been grappling with the issue 
of racial discrimination in reverse. 

It has been a battle between compassion and 
the Constitution. Ten days ago the Constitution 
lost again.. 

This timo'tho question involved Wendy 
Wygant. a yopn^ woman who teaches 
kindcrgarlcniat Wilson Elementary School in < 
Jackson, Mich. She Is white. Because Is white 

— and only because she is white — she was laid 
off while black teachers with less seniority were 
retained. She and other while teachers went (o 
court. On May 13. byavote of 5-4, the high court 
agreed that the cUy'saclIon was unconstitu- 
tional, but theopinionserved generally to ap- 
prove the kind of unequal treatment Uial the 
Constitution flatly forbids. 

The chain of cases is Instructive. Back in 1971, 
the University of Washington rejected the ap- 
plication of Marco DePunIs for admission lo Its 
law school. His test scores were higher than (he 
scores of 36 minority applicants who made it. A 
lower court ordered his admission while his 
lawsuit proceeded. The constitutional question of 
reverse discrimination appeared headed for 
Supreme Court decision, bui by the lime (hchi^ 
court heard the case. OcPunls was in his last 
quarter of law school. The malter was dismissed 
as moot. 

In June 1976 the court split S-4 on the Issue. 

Allan Bakkc had applied for admission to (he 
University of California medical Mhpol al Dayls... 
The school had a system by which certain en- 
trance slots were reserved absolutely for 
minorities and were denied absolutely to whites. 
The Supreme Court held (he system unlawful, 
but In six different opinions occupying 156 pages 
in the Supreme Court Reports, the justices 
agreed that “some” consideration could be given 
to race in state-supported educational Institu- 
tions. 

A year later, tn June 1979, the court spill 5-2 in 
the matter of Brian Weber, a worker at Kaiser 
Aluminum’s plant in Gramercy. La. The com- 
pany and the Untied Steelworkers Union reached 
agreement on a training program that would 
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holdhalf of the openings for blacks. Wcbe?sucd 
under Title VII of the Civil Rights Act. which ex- 
plicitly forbids racial discrimination In such pro- 
grams. Over the powerful dissent of Justice 
William Rehnqulsl, Justice William Brennan and 
four colleagues rewrote the statute lo suit their 
own notions of desirable public policy. Weber 
lost. 

In July 1980 came the case of 11. Earl Fullllove 
He challenged a federal program that then set 
aside $400 million out of $4 billion In federal con- 
struction. On these contracts only minority con- 
tractors could bid. White businesses were shut 
out. By a volcofG-3, thchigh court approved the 
Jaw. The burden unfairly placed upon while con- 
tractors was •‘relatively light.” The racial 
discrimination was "not significant." 

In June 1984 came the complex matter of the 
Memphis, Tenn., firefighters. As in the Wyganl 
case Just decided, the Issue Involved layoffs and 
seniority. By a vote of 5-3, the court held that the 
city's arrangement unconstitutionally 
discriminated against whites, but again, the 
court ambivalently skipped around the heart of 
-IbcJssuc — 

This is the heart of the issue: "No stale shall 
, . deny toany person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.” Is anything in that 
language obscure? Arcane? The amendment for- 
bids a stale or its subdivisions lo make racial 
distinctions in the exercise of a governmental 
power. Yet In the Wyganl case the other day 
- speaking again through Powell, ihecourt 
authorized precisely such a distinction: Cities 
may not discriminate racially in laying off 
employees, but they may discriminate racially in 
hiring employees. Powell gently explained that if 
whites suffer racist exclusion in applying for a 
job. such a denial "Is not as intrusive as loss of

an existing job." As a general proposition that 
may be quite true; the approachls certalnly” " 
compassionate. But what dft>s compassion have 
to do with the I4th Amendment? 

The high court’s position is untenable. Vague 
rambllngs about the "diffusion” of discrimina- 
tion "among society generally" have noplace 
where Individual rights are al stake. "The guar- 
amec of equal protection cannot mean one thing 
when applied to one Individual and something 
clM when applied to a person of another color." 
That Is what Justice Powell said in Ihe Bakke

Idaho could take an educational lead 

After readineSam Blumcnfeld’sbook. “NEA- ^ ‘ _ 


After reading Sam Blumcnfeld'sbook. "NEA- 
The Trojan Horse in American Education." the 
thoughtful reader Is at once angered and puzzled 
- angered because the book Is tilled with half- 
truths and far-right rhetoric that only serves to 
confuse the unwary; puzzled because some of the 
ideas presented seem right on. 

Dig a little deeper and It could be that the Tro- 
jan Horse affair might offer an opportunity (0 
rethink public education. 

Biumcnfeld's book is a virulent attack on (he 
NEA, which he characterizes as an "educational 
mafia" selling "a shoddy, fraudulent pieceof 
goods to the public al an astronomical price.” 

The purpose of their program, he claims. Is lo 
eradicate ChrlsUanlly from American life, 
replace It with the pseudo-religion of secular 
humanism dominated with the pernicious doc- 
trine of evolution and lead the American pct^lc 
down the primrose path to socialism. Further- 
more, the human istcurriculum underlying public 
education, he contends, Is crippling our children, 
destroying our basic freedoms, and undermining 
the American way of Hie. 

The solution to this dilemma seems simple 
_ chough to Bl^enkld. He presents ll lulwo 
pages. "The only way to slop being a ‘national 
risk,' ” he writes, "is to move education out of 
government hands. What we need Is more educa- 
tional freedom, more private schools, and more 
teacher entrepreneurs.” 

But read between the lines and you can get a 
pretty good picture of a Csivaoistic. God- 
center^ world view lu which a moo’s life Is 
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determined by hls personal rclalionshlD loan 
all-powerful God who has expressed hls will in the 
Old and New Testaments. 

Since human nature Is characterized by “in- 
uale depravity,” true education must be based 
on the Ten Commandments, which will provide 
the restraints to save men from becoming the 
victims of their own Satanic selves. Subjects like 
anthropology, behavioral psychology, evolu- 
tionary theory, world religions, world history and 
global studies would not be included in this God- 
centered curricuium os they only lead to gross 
human error and the undermining of civilization. 

In 1983 the National Commission on Excellence 
in Education did indeed point out that our nation 
is at risk due, in part, to an educational crisis. 

Yet despite all these warnings and recommen- 
dations by qua) Hied pro^lonals within the 
ranks of the NEA, the American education 
system continues to limp along without a science 
of education and without a comprehensive 
philosophy of human nature, learning and 
teaching. 

Put all this together and the over-arching 
crisis In the American education system begins 
to emerge. Because of the basic philosophical' 
crisis, our educational foundations arc eroding. 
This has provoked a scandal hl^lgbted by the 


bailie between the NEA and the far right.

pillars of public education by school systems 
becoming paralyzed over value conflicts and ad- 
mlnistraitve Indecision. Currlculaare being 
watered down In an effort lo compromise with

than Intellectual sawdust lo feed our children’s 
minds and souls. 

Given the present trend of events, It Is obvious 
where we arc headed - cither toward total pa- 
ralysis and degeneration of the public school 
system, especially in areas like southern Idaho, 
where value conflicts arc strong; or toward the 
restoration of I7lh Century education. Inqulsl- 
tlonandall! ^ 

The alternative would be a true educational 
renaissance.

Besearchers at the University . 
uf Arkansas developed a stratc{Qf 
for coping with people who have a 
psychiatric condition known as 
somatization disorder. 

These people, many of them 
young women, seek frequent med- 
ical attention for a spectrum of 
physical complaints, Including 
food intolercnccs, blurred vision, 
nausea, dizziness and excessively ' 
pdlnful menstruation. When they 
arc examined, however, doctors 
can find nothing wrong. 

In an experimental program, 
p^chlatrlsts evaluated victims 
of somatization disorder and then 
gave suggestions to their primary 
physicians. Among the recom- 
mendations were regularly 
scheduled appbfntments cveiy 
month or so and physical exams 


at each visit. The doctors were 
asked to avoid hospitalization, 
dlognosUc, procedures, lob tests 
and 8urgci7 unless they were 
clearly needed. And they were 
encouraged 'not to tell patients 
that "It's all In your head." 

The researched tested this ap- 
proach on 38 patients and found 
that It cut their medical expenses 
in half, mostly by reducing 
hospital care. The patients' 
symptoms didn’t Improve, but 
they didn’t gel worse, either. 

"At first. It appears illogical 
that seeing patients on a regular 
basis will decrease the cost of 
their care,” the researchers 
wrote. "However, If patients with 
somatization disorder arc not 
cared for attentively, expensive 
In-patlcnt care can result from 
the development of new symp- 
toms." 

The study was conducted by Dr. 
G. Richard Smith Jr. -and col- 
leages and was published -in 
Thursday’s New England Journal 
of Medicine.

NEW YORK - He bounce around 
the classroom like a proverbial rub: 
ber ball. He is forever rearranging 
things; books, pencils, anything he 
can get his hands on. Even when he

He Is one of an estimated fl7c 
percent of the elementary school 
population, primarily boys, .who suf- 
fer from wnat doctors call "atten- 
tion deficit disorder with hyperac- 
tivity" (ADDH), which Is a catchall 
term that describes a child who is 
impulsive, inattentive and .ex- 
ccKlvely active. 

All the research on the hyperac- 
tive child has led to a wealth of in- 
formation on this Impulsive, fidgety 
kid. But now researchers and clini- 
cians arc looking back on decades of 
research with embarrassment: If 
the new findings are correct, they 
may have been studying - and 
treating - some of the Wrong 
children. 

I Nobody ever paid attention to the 


fate of the hyperactive child. After 
all. It was thought that the child's 
behavior would fade wllh‘'puberty. 
Recently, , clinicians began to liotlqe 
that a large proportion of hyperac- 
tive children - at least, one-lhlrd — . 
were turning into criminals by. their 
18lh birthday. The question, of 
• oourserWasAvby? 

The answer may balance on an 
age-old mistake. Perhaps, said Jan 
Lonqy. a professor of psychiatry and 
'behavior sciences at the State Uni- 
versity of New York at Stony Brook, 
researchers mistakenly lumped two 
separate disorders into the same 
diagnostic category. If this turns out 
tO' be the case, this criminal 
subgroup .can easily be explained: 
They are children with conduct 
disorders, behavior problems that 
result in unacceptable adult activi- 
ty. 

"We now believe that we are look- 
ing at two separate disorders,” said 
Loncy, who says the problem was 


further complicated by the fact that 
only children with severe hehavior 
problems make it Into research pro- 
tocols. , . - 

Kids who ai%. •"purely ^hyperac- 
tive," Loney .sa^, have problems' 
jwllh learning, primarily because of 
their inability to keep still, and j>ay, 

disorders, on the other hand, ore ag- 
gressive, disruptive and downright 
rude, she adds: The psychiatric label 
'also-describes a chlld-who lies and 
steals. 

Researcljcrs' must now go back to 
the laboratory and figure out the dif- 
ferences between hyperactive 
children and those with conduct 
disorders. Loney suspects that a 
percentage of the children, as many 
as IS percent, will suffer from both 
disorders. 

The question then becomes: What 
hyperactive children arc at risk for 
adult behavior problems?! Is the 
one-third who arc destined to be 


criminals made up entirely of those ^ 
with conduct disorders? 

According to Rachel Glltelman, a 
orofessor of clinical psychology at 
Columbia “Un^crsily CoUege of,. 
Physicians andsurgeons and a wer- 
aplsl at Long Island Jewish Med cal-.^ 
Center, "U may be the comblnaUon . 
of the attention deficit and the ag- „ 
“BTSSlvirHfchavloi — that — together 
make for a poor prognosis forthese,.^ 
kids.". But of the adults tested who . 
continued to have symptoms of,., 
hyperactivity, she said only 60 pe^;„ 
cent could be diagnosed as an;,,' 
ll-soclal. . She studied hyperactive 
and normal boys between ages. 16 

Gltlelmnn later l»kcd a the ; 
number ol problems these adults had 
wlih elfher school or the law. The 
“hyperactive" subjects also had „ 
significantly more criminal arrests ,, 
and greater numbers of incidents of ,. 
school truancy, expulsion, theft and 
fighting. They did more drugs.

Dolors try to treat 
disease of symptoms

■"BOSTONTAP) - The high cost 
ol caring for people with many 
symptoms but no apparent 
disease can be reduced substan- 
tially ir they visit their doctors 
frequently, a new study con- 
cludes. ' 

Researchers at the University 
of Arkansas developed a strategy, 
for coping with people who have a 
psychiatric condition known as 
somatisatlon disorder. 

These people, many of them 
young women, seek fr^uent med- 
ical attention for a spectrum of 
physical complaints, Including 
food Intolerences, blurred vision, 
nausea, dizziness and excessively 
pdinful menstruation. When they 
are examined, however, doctors 
can.find nothing wrong. ^ 

In an experimental program, 
psychiatrists evaluated victims 
of somatization dlsohler and then 
gave suggestions to their piin)ary 
physicians. Among the recom- 
mendations were . regularly 
scheduled appointments every 
month or so and physical exams 


at each- visit. The doctors were 
ask~^ to avoid hospitalization, 
dIpgnosUc procedures, lab tests 
and vsurgeiy unless ~ they -werc^ 
clearly needed. And they were 
encouraged not to tell patients 
thaflt’^all in your head." 

.The researchers tested this ap- 
proach on 38 patients and found 
that It cut their medical expenses 
In half, mostly by reducing 
hospital care. The patients’ 
symptoms didn’t Improve, but 
they didn’t get worse, either. 

“At first, It appears illogical 
that seeing patients on a regular 
basis will decrease the- cost of 
their care,’’ the researchers 
wrote. “However, If patients with 
somatization disorder are not 
cared for attentively, expensive . 
in-patlenl care can result from 
the development of new symp- 
toms.’’ 

The study was conducted bylDr. 
G. Richard Smith Jr. and col- 
leages and was published in 
Thursday’s New En^and Jourpal 
of Medfcine.

Teachers say be is' difflcult to 
teach.

He is one of an estimated five 
percent of the elementary school 
population, primarily boys, who suf- 
fer from what (foctors call “atten- 
tion deficit disorder with hyperac- 
tivity” (ADDH), which is a catchall 
term that describes a child who Is 
Impulsive, Inattentive and ex-, 
ctolvely active. 

All the research on the hyperac- 
tive child bos led to a wealth of in- 
formation on this Impulsive, fidgety 
kid. But now researchers and clini- 
cians are looking back on decades of 
research with embarrassment; !f 
the new findings are correct, they 
may have been studying — and 
treating — some of the Wrong 
children. 

Nobody ever paid attention to. the 


fate of the hyperactive child. After 
all. It was thought that tbe child’s 
behavior would fade with puberty. 
Recently, clinicians ngan. to notice 
that a large proportion of fiypefaC-. 
Uve children — at least one-third — 
.were turning Into criminals by their 
I8th birthday. The question, of 
bourse, Wks-wby? 

— ThS”answer may balance on- an- 
age-oid mistake. Pcrtiaps. said Jan 
Loncy, a professor of psychiatry and 
'behavior sciences at the State Uni- 
versity of New York at Stony Brook, 
researchers mistakenly lumped two 
separate disorders* Into the same 
diagnostic category. If this turns out 
to be ihe case, this criminal 
subgroup can easily be explained; 
They are children with conduct 
disorders, behavior problems that 
result in unapceptable adult activi- 
ty. ' •' 

“We now tellcve that we are look- 
ing at two separate disorders,” said 
Loney, who says the problem was 


further complicated by the fact that 
only children with severe ‘behavior 
problems make it into research pro- 
tocols. > 

Kids whVhre '*p1IrelyXhyp«fac• 
'tive,’’ Loney says, have problems 
with learning, primarily- because of 
their inability to keep still and pay 
, attention. Children with, conduct 
-disorders, on the other hand, ore.a^ 
gressive, disruptive and downright 
rude, she adds. The psychiatric label 
also describes a child who lies and 
steals. 

Researchers must now go back to 
the laboratory and figure out the dif- 
ferences between" hyperactive 
children and those with conduct 
disorders. Loncy suspects that a 
percentage of the children, as many 
as IS percent, will suffer from both 
disorders: 

The question then becomes; What 
hyperactive children are at risk for 
adult behavior problems?) Is the 
onc-thlrd who arc destined to be 


criminals -made up entirely of thofb,.»^ 
with conduct disorders? 

According' to Rachel Gltlelmwi, a 
professv of icllnlcal psyclwlogy at 
ColombTa University CoUege of 
Physicians and Surgeons and a mcr- 
aplst at Long Island Jewish MedlcM; 
Center, "It may be the comblnallofl

Yet her optimism survived Intact. Letters of 
praise for her teaching abllfltes from her colleagues 
and students fill a file at Denver’s Crofton Elemen-. 
lory School. 

Her teaching abilities were recognized In 1980 
when she woo a distinguished teacher award from 
the Teachers Award Foundation of Colorado. 

"Some of us, I'm sure. Just gave up after the 
relocations," Mrs. Ando said. "But I didn't feel that. 
For better or worse, you have to look at the bright 
side and gel on with living.” 

Her cose came to light when Keith Richard, the 
university archivist, ran across her file and 
wondered what had becomeof her. 

"We wanted to find her so that she could have.a 
second chance to celebrate the achievement of get- 
ting her degree with a traditional commencemenl,” 
he said. "It seemed like the right thing to do.” 

Mrs. Ando said she. was shocked when Richard 
contacted ber. But after considering the matter for 
a few days, she accepted the university's all-expense 
paid invitation to attend the 1986 graduation cere- 
monies. 

"1 was overwhelm^ that after this much time, 
someone still cared,” she said. "1 had burled my 
past and gone ahead with living.” 

She and her husband of 40 years, Toshio, have six 
children. He Is an office manager for a visual aids 
company in Deliver, 

"All of my family Is going to gather for this, and I 
am looking forward to it Immensely,” she said. 'Tve 
only been In Eugene once since then, and I'm looking 
forward to noting all the changes that have takea 
place. It will be a very meaningful lime for me.”

Department of Finance has! filed a 
civil lawsuit against Fisher Interna- 
tional and two former corporation 
officials alleging securities fraud in a 
mining venture, officials said. 

Tom McEldowncy, director of the 
Idaho Department of Finance, said 
Tuesday the suit was filed In 4th 
District Court In Boise. 

It alleges that the corporation and 
Fletcher D. Fisher, formerly of 
Clayton, and Robert L. Echols Jr., 
Boise, sold unregistered stocks, 
misprepresented the sale of slocks 
and failed to register with the state 
to sell unregistered securities. 

Attempts to roach Fisher and 
Echols by telephone were unsuc- 


cessful. 

The department also alleged that 
Fisher International grossly over- 
valued Its assets, citing $26 million. 

In addition, Investors were misled 
about the company’s assets and 
were not Informed that the validity 
of some mining claims was being 
contested by the Bureau of Land 
Management, department officials 
said. 

The lawsuit seeks a permanent In- 
junction preventing. future violations 
of the Idaho Securities Act, and 
seeks a court order requiring defen- 
dants lo make restitution. 

The department estimates that 
$800,00 was raised from 30 investors 
for the mining venture.

Nicholson, wbd^ is spending a few 
days at home with his parents, will 
move on to the Olympic Sports Fes- 
tival (formerly National Sports Fes- 
tival) trials next week in California. 
If he qualifies, he will compete in 
that event In July and then go on to 
the National Grand Pita archery 
championships in Oxford, Ohio, bi 
August. 

"It’s been a lough schedule," said 
Nicholson of the past several mon- 
ths. "Before this year I didn't have 
to worry about Competing every 
week and going to school. Thts year I 


have, and it's been a tough adjust- 
ment.

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CSI’s Edwards enjoys getting out of trouble

TWIN FALLS - During the 
Region 18 Junior college baseball 
tournament here earlier this 
month, an 'opposing batter struck 
out for the second straight time 
against College of Southern Idaho 
-right-handed relief specialist Bob- 
by Edwards. 

"It was the same pitch!," he 
mumbled audibly as he headed 
back for the dugout, throwing bis 
bat one way and his helmet 
another. “It was the same p/feh 
andinthcsamcspofl" 

The sensation was a familiar one 
for opposing batters this year and 
in Edwards' freshman season of 
1984, md year CSI won the national 
Junior ( college championship. 
Everybody in the ballpark knows 
what Edwards will throv), and that 
no radar guns will short-circuit 
■ when'He"doesrYcrhlttershavc-no— 
idea what they're going to do with, 
it. 

"Bobby’s great strength is con- 
fidence," says CSI assistant Coach 
Jim Dawson^ "Thai’s what-you-- 
havc to have to be an effective pit- 
cher. Confidence separates a pit- 
cher from a thrower." 

Confidence has been a require- 
ment in Edwards' position at CSI. 
During most of his two-year tenure 
that spanned three seasons, he 
rarely came into a game without a . 
runner on base. And he almost 
always faced down trouble -with a 
75-mllc-an-hour breaking pitch. 

"I was always blessed with good 
control, but when I came out of 
high school I didn’t have anything 
more than a fastball and a 
curveball,” says Edwards, who 
finished the CSI season with a 10-3 
record and an earned run average 
of less than 2.00. "It took me most 
of my freshman year to learn what 
I needed to do to get people out." 

"When he came here he was just 
a big guy who dldn’l throw real 
hard," says Dawson. "He had to 
develop an ouf pitch.” 

• A^d 'develop' It- he did. As a 
freshman reliever on a frosh- 
dominated pitching staff in the 1984 
. national Juco scries, Edwards's 
slider, sinker and change-up got the 
Eagles out of trouble time after 
time. When CSI won the national 
championship that year, Edwards

was named the tournament's most 
valuable player. 

"Hitting is timing," Edwards 
explains simply. "You, can mess up 
Just about any hitter's timing, and 
if you can do that, you can get him 
out.” 

"He makes It look easy, but keep- 
ing hitters off-balance Is one of the 
hardest things a pitcher has to do," 
says a rival Region 18 baseball 
coach. "It.t^cs concentration and 
it takes intelligence. Being able to 
watch a hitter once and learn how 
he ircacts Ts- something that very 
few pitchers master, especially at 
this level. Bobby’s a quick study." 


Going ' Into ' Uie this year’s na- 
tional tournament, Edwards also 
led CSI in innings pitched by a 
margin of almost two-lo-onc — an 
extraordinary statistic for a 
reliever. 

. "If I had my way, I'd pilch every 
inning of every game.” he soys. 
'Tve been lucky that I've been able 
to slay away from injuries and that 
I con throw a lot without having 
my arm or shoulder tighten up. 
'And it's nice to know Skip (CSI 
head Coach Jim Walker), has con- 
fidence In me." 

Edwards was rarely more than a 
bail or b hit away from the mound 


this year ~ his record ior readiness 
Is a 10-pltch warmup — and. he's 
seldom made a mistake in such 
situations. 

“He knows his role,” exlalns 
Dawson. “He knows he's going to 
be in there. He knows exactly what 
he has to do in a given situation 
and he has confidence that he get It 
done.” 

That roic was defined slowly 
from the time Edwards opted for 
CSI out of Salt Lake City's East 
High School rather than walking on 
at the University of Utah or at 
Brigham Young University. ' 

“It look me most of the 


(ircshman) season to develop the 
sinker so that It was effective,” he 
says. "After that, it was Just a 
■question of experience. I love a 
challenge, and for me my favorite 
situation Is going against hitters 
when it's just me against theni.” 

Alter mat ircshman season, Ed- 
wards decamped on an LDS mission 
to Queensland, the Australian 
state that borders the Great Bar- 
rier Reef — about as far from 
baseball as you can get. 

"I had a (mission) companion 
who played catch with me a few 
times," he said. "But that was 
about it. I really dldn’l do any 


serious throwing from the time I 
left until last January." 

"He picked up some strength on 
his mission, but it was a little un- 
comfortable for him at first,’’ says 
Dawson. "He fell real awkward and 
he didn’t put pilches wherp-be 
wanted -to put them. He tried to 
overthrow — to throw_loo hard — ' 
and he found he had to take a little 
bltoff." 

"I struggled at first,” Edward 
says. "Of the 21 runs I've given up 
(prior to the Juco nationals this 
year), 16 of them were on that 
(early-season) road trip to 
Arizona.”

Hciwever, Jones said Olajuwon's 


complaints were unjustified. 

"I know of at least three occasions 
where he fouled and It wasn’t call- 
ed," the Celtics coach said.

Yellowstone tragedy 

New book asserts that park’s history provides 
textbook case of how to mismanage resources

The result Is Playing God In 
I Yellowstone: The Desfruef/on of 
\ America's First National Park, an 
< ambitious book that looks at the 
i development of a wide range of 
problems that threaten what we 
say we value most in Ycllowslonc. 

; In arguing his case, Chase takes' 
I particular aim at the National 
I Park Service and also faults sev- 
. eral levels of bureaucrats and en- 
vironmental groups both national 
and local. 

Regardless of original inten- 
tions. nearly everyone who has 
touened Yellowstone has hurt It, 
be writes. 

Chase Is also angry that afler 
changing so , much In the 
wilderness, America now has an 
official policy of essentially leav- 
ing It alone. One Yellowstone 
master plan called for restoring 
the "original" state of things, and 
urged- workers to aim for "vi- 
gnettes of primitive America.” 

Leaving things alone is not 


synonymous with helping. Chase 
insists. For example, he argues, 
closing garbage dumps pleased the 
aesthetic senses of park 
managers, but only hurl grizzly 
bears. 

"Natural control" Is not a scien- 
tific policy, Chase writes, "but 
rather a policy of desperation." 

This Is not a book to be carrying 
when you vis’ll' the' ranger stoilbn 
(o ask directions. In 37S pages, 
Chase has few kind words for 
anything officialdom has over done 
at Yellowstone. He backs up his 
conclusions with 51 pages of foot- 
notes. 

A former college professor with 
.degrees fcoot Harvard. Dxford and 
Princeton, Chase was chairman of 
the philosophy department at 
Minnesota's Macalester College 
when he and his wife decided in the 
early 1970$ to live. In the Montana 
wilderness. There they devoted 
much time 16 writing and also 
operated a summer environmental 
program fortccn-agcrs. 

. In Playing God, Chase honors 
few people and Is sure to anger 
many. But he has done a convinc- 
ing Job of tracing more than a cen- 
tury of events that shaped today's 
Yellowstone. 

Those who have never wanted to 
explore anything wilder than their 
backyards could benefit from the 
book's analyses of 'bureaucratic 
decision-making.'

. _REDF1SH LAKE. - Restoring 
Idaho's Panhandle caribou herd to 
something like 100 head and then 
seeing a continued growth of the 
population has been predicted by 
Idaho Pish and .Game Biologist 
Mike Scott. 

Speaking at the Idaho Conserva- 
tion League's state convention 
. here earlier this month, Scott, who 
conducted a lengthy study of the. 
herd and Its habitat preferences, 
said British Columbia will provide 
two to three dozen “mountain" 
caribou for transplanting over the 
nextlhree years. 

IDFG hopes the Introduction of 
new blood to the small (25-30 head) 
Idaho herd will stimulate 
reproduction In what has become 
“an inbred and stagnant" situa- 
tion. 

The green light' for supplemen- 
ting the Idaho herd came last 
week when the U.S. Forest Service 
approved the transfer. It capped 
years of struggle against lo^ng 
Interests which saw habitat reser- 
vations (or caribou as a threat to 
the Bonners Ferry-area economy. 

Scott prefaced his conclusions 
with a history that included three 
Individuals who were instrumental 
. In. . "getting the project moving 
forward." 

He said pioneer records indicate 
that caribou existed in Idaho as 
far south as the Payette River In 
small" habitat areas that allowed 
isolated population pockets.

Fish & Game biologists want 
to stabilize state herd at 100

REDFISH LAKE - Restoring 
Idaho's Panhandle caribou herd to 
something like 100 head and then 
seeing a continued growth of the 
population has been predicted by 
Idaho Fish and Game Biologist 
Mike Scott. 

Speaking at the Idaho Conserva* 
tlon League's state convention 
here earlier this month, Scott, who 
conducted a lengthy study of the 
herd and Us hobitat preferences, 
said British Columbia will provide 
two to three dozen “mountain" 
caMbou for transplanting over the 
next three years. 

IDFG hopes the Introduction of 
new blood to the small (25*30 head) 
Idaho herd will stimulate 
reproduction in what has become 
“an inbred and stagnant" situa- 
tion. 

The green light for supplemen- 
ting the Idaho, herd came last 
week when the U.Suforest Service 
approved the transfer. It capped 
years of struggle against log^ng 
Interests which saw habitat reser- 
vations for caribou as a threat to 
the Bonners Ferry-area economy. 

Scott prefaced his conclusions 
with a history that included three 
indiv/duals who were instrumental 
In “getting the project moving 
forward." _ 

He sald-plonccr records mdicate 
that caribou existed In Idaho as 
far south as the Payette River In 
small habitat areas that allowed 
isolated population pockets. 

The remnant herd was pushed 
back to the U.S.-Canada border by 



the 1920s and remained somewhere 
ia the area of 100 to 200 head until 
the mid-1950s. Then a scries of ma- 
jor windstorms . caused con- 
siderable forest blowdown. The 
downed limber was infected by 
beetles and the -U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice moved quickly to salvage the 
wood before it deteriorated. That 
meant road, Scott said. The roads 
In turn meant the reduction of 
caribou to current levels. Major 
fires cost additional habitat In the 
1060s. 

Conditions remained grim until 
the advent of the Idaho income tax 
checkoff box for non-gome funding. 
A portion of those funds provided 
the study that is aimed at Improv- 
ing the herd. 

Scott said his study uncovered 
some unexpected results. He said 
it always was assumed that ar- 
boreal lichens, associated with 
mature spruce stands, provided 
the bulk of the animals' diet and 
cover. 

However, aided by radio-collar 
surveillance. . Scott and his col- 
leagues discovered that the 
animals spent the mid to late 
winter on high, rathpr open ridges. 
He attributed this to "40 feet of 
snow that , settles into 10-12 foot 
depths and Is hard enough to carry 
tbeearlbou." 

The animals gravitate to ar- 
boreal lichens, which are high in 
carbohydrates but relatively low 
in protein.

But I also believe that most 
fishermen think that it is wrong for 
a booster club to stage a tourna- 


ment just to Increase business at the 
expense of the fishery, then con- 
tribute nothing back lo (he resource. 

And when it comes down to it, only 
the people being asked lo buy $5 
tickets to enter a tournament can 
decide If the cause Is worthy enough. 

So ask the hard question; where 
will your money go? 

“You’d be surprised how often that 
question can change the destination 
of funds.

Despite years of protection, 
silvertips hot out of woods yet 


REDFISH LAKE - The future 
of grizzly bears in' the United 
States wUl be decided In the next 
two years. 

That future rests on the final 
decision of several governmental 
agencies bai\ded together In a 
grizzly bear task force, according 
to Lance Olsen of Missoula, Mont., 
president of the Great Bear Foun- 
dation. 

"We’ll know in two years if the 
grizzly has a change to recover of 
if the grizzly is about to become an - 
extinct artifact," he told 
delegates' to the Idaho Conserva- 
tion League's slate convention 
here earlier this month. 

Olsen warned that the U.S. 
won't have long to change Its mind 
bcdausc the Canadian grizzly popu- 
lation is dying out and with it the 
possible reservoirs for transplan- 
ting animals. 

The grizzly recovery is planned 
largely In the same areas as 
relocation of the grey wolf plan, 
beginning in Yellowstone National 
Park and including Montana's Bob

From 1886 to 1916, the U.S. cavalry 
ran the park. It stamped out 
poaching, fed elk and -antelope, 
assigned scouts to drive animals into, 
the park and put out garbage for 
bears. The Army even tried several 
miles of 7-foot-high fence to keep the 
animals in America’s newfound 
Eden. 

The well-intentioned - caretakers 
also brought game fish from all over 
the ..world to slock Yellowstone's 
streams and lakes and rivers. 

When bison became scarce, the 
Army set up a breeding ranch, and 
brought In plains stock from Texas 
to mingle with the native mountain 
bison. Within 12 years, bison were 
thriving again in Ycliciwstone. 

Eventually, the finned Imports 
drove out the . native species like 
cutthroat trout. Elk and bison grew 
so numerous they nearly destroyed 


the range that fed theern. 

Before someone figured out Utal a 
startling decline In game animals 
was connected to the range condi- 
tions, the wolf and mountain lion had 
been systematically driven from the 
park. Coyotes were close to extinc- 
tion. , • 

Of all the animals that have 
disappeared vor are disappearing 
from the park, Chase, devotes the 
most space to bears. 

For several ' generations of 
Americans, roadside-beggar black 
bears rivaled Old Faithful as an en- 
during image of Yellowstone. The 
park once maintained bleachers near 
the garbage dumps where grizzlies 
congregated. 

In the bears' stories, Chase paints 
his darkest portraits of mistakes, 
both accidental and IntcnUonar-- 
Yellowstone research and publici- 
ty in recent years has focused on Ute 
grizzly; officially a threatened 
species protected by law.

You never see anyone 
actually throwing anything, but the 
evidence Is there.”
